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1. Significant Items: 


I I met with the Chief, Signal Center 

and the 0/C Training Officer to discuss a special 18 hour orientation 
course being developed for Signal Center personnel unable to take the 
regular 10 course* The Commo officials approved the general course 
outline which this staff had developed, and agreed to make a fo rmal 
request to the Director of Training that the course be presented this 
summer. It was understood that this Facility would take no further 
action until the program is approved by the Director of Training.

A. Intelligence Orientation 

1. During the second week of 30 #21, the Clandestine Collection, 
Support and Operations phases of the course are being presented. 

We have noticed good student morale and a lively interest in the 
course on the part of the present group. Their participation, as a 
whole, in the American Thesis was particularly praised by the 
instructors. Students in the present course are primarily from the 
DD/l and DD/S areas and range in grade from GS-5 to GS-14. In 
length of service, the range is from a few months to ten years.
